No infor- 
mation could be had from Ingleside to 
the source or extent of the damage 
above that point. 


The cloudburst occurred at Horner- 


ville, between Johnstown and Rock- 
wood, and 12 miles above Johnstown 
on Stony Creek.

Washington, June 7.7-Mr. Sullivan 


(Mass.) recited in the house what he 
alleged to be violations of law by 
three members of the president's 'ot 
ricial family, Secretary of the Interior 
Hitchcock, Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson and Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor' Metcalf. He charged Mr. 
Hitchcock with a violation of law 
through the sale of town lots in the 
territory of Oklahoma and from the 
proceeds of which Mr., Sullivan said, 
the secretary constructed roads, erect- 
ed bridges, court houses, jails and 
other public buildings. "Another viola- 
tion of the law," said Mr. Sullivan, 
"to my mind more flagrant and with 
far less excuse was committed by the 
secretary of agriculture, Mr. Wilson." 
He reviewed the legislation authoriz- 
ing the construction of a fire proof 
building for the department of agri- 
culture and told how the secretary had 
arranged for the erection of two wings 
for the amount of the appropriation, 
$1,500,000, which congress clearly in- 
tended should housa the entire forces 
of 
the 
agricultural 
department. 


The third violation, Mr. Sullivan 


said, was not without an extenuating 
feature, having reference tp the execu- 
tion of tha Chinese exclusion law. He 
said that Mr. Sargent, commissioner of 
immigration, had frankly admitted that 
the Chinese exclusion law was not be- 
ing enforced at the present time and 
that it was the intention of this ad- 
ministration "not to enforce U. 


Accepted Stock and Money. 


Philadelphia, June 7.—That he ac- 


cepted gifts of stock amounting to §11,- 
000 and money aggregating more than 
$46,000 from coal mining companies 
.during a period of about three years, 
was admitted by Joseph Boyer, chief 
clerk in the office of A. W. Gibbs, su- 
perintendent of motive power of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. Mr. Boyer pur- 
chases the fuel coal used in the loco- 
motives of the 
company and the 


donors of the gifts were the coal com- 
panies which furnished the fuel to the 
railroads. Mr. Boyer «amed five com- 
panies which allowed him from three 
to five cents on each ton sold to the 
railroad company. He declared that hG 
never asked for the alowance, but ac- 
cepted it because he believed he was 
following a custom or tne department. 
In fact one of the coal company of- 
ficials told him that h.e had paid it be- 
fore and wanted to continue paying it 
^o the witness. Mr. Boyer denied thai 
he divided the money with any other 
official or employe of the railroad. He 
said he kept it all.

ROCKEFELLER 


NOW .IN FRANCE 


ARRIVING TODAY 


Cherbourg, France. June 7.—John D. 


Rockefeller arrived 
Tuesday on the 


steamer Deutschland. 'On the trip, 
Rockefeller's habits were the same as 
those of any other 
passenger. 
He 


took all his meals at the* public table, 
played shuffleboard, frequently walked 
the decks and constantly chatted free-. 
ly with many of the other passengers. 
His health was evidently 
much im- 


proved for he was able to eat the reg- 
ular bill of fare, but he drank only 
milk. 


His opponents at shuffleboard found 


him a keen competitor. In the final 
game he won by a. lucky shot when 
his score was ^85 and his opponent's 90. 
and he danced a little jig of victory. It 
was difficult to believe that he had 
been described as a feeble old man. He 
made a little speech to the passengers 
in the second cabin on his 
favorite 


topic of economy. 
The only unpleas- 


ant incident was in connection with 
the concern collection. It was reported 
among the passengers that Rockefeller 
put a dollar bill on the plate. The ru- 
mor reached Rockefeller's ears and he 
retorted feat he had given $100. Re- 
criminations followed and Rockefeller 
appealed to the captain. So did the 
collectors and others who had craned 
their necks to see the measure of gen- 
erosity of the richest 
man in 
the 


world. 
The captain refused to have 


anything to do with the squabble and 
the topic became smoking room gossip 
tor the remainder of the voyage. 


At the captain's dinner last night 


Rockefeller found a green fool's cap 
in his cracker and he wore it througn- 
out the dinner. 


Rockefeller leaned over the rail at 


Plymouth with passengers crowding 
on all sides of him for a full hour 
watching the unloading of 1500 bars 
of silver.
